Wheat Situation 


Wheat is an important commodity 
in Europe in war time Most Buro- 
pean wars have started just after the 
harvest was gathered. It would be 
most injudicious to start any trouble 
with the crops still in the field, as 
food supplies would be sure to run 
short. , 

The European wheat crop this, year 
will probably be atound 150 million 
bushels less - than the 1,626 million 
record harvest of 1938. At the same 
time most European countries have 
stored up reserves against the event- 
uality of war. Germany in particular 
has a substantial war reserve of 
wheat. 

The German wheat crop last year 
totalled approximately 205 million 
bushels. This year the outturn will 
be around 185 million. With careful 
rationing the crop together with the 
reserve supplies and imports obtain- 
able from Hungary, will be sufficient 
to carry the German nation for at 
least a year. 

The Italian crop this is officially 
estimated at 294 million ‘bushels, as 
compared with 297 millio last year. 
Many authorities are suspicious of 
the official Italian wheat estimate. 
For the past three years it has been 
about the same figure, which happens 
to be aproximately the domestic re-
